<« Chrift, ) neither the Church of Rozze, Corinth, or any 


. # © *other Church whereſoever,was any otherwiſe govern- 


< ed, then by many Biſbops, who were alſo called Presby- 
<© zers, according to Apoſtolicall inſtitution; and-this, 
<« ſaies he, Clement himiclf witneſſeth in his Epiſt. to the 
Corinthians. You ſee with how equall confidence, yet 
with what oppoſite, reſolutions, ( for nothing can be 
thought more oppoſite in this bufineſs,) theſe rwo men 
take upon them to underſtand and interpret Clemext, and 
to perſwade others thereunto. I name onely them.two, 
becauſe they are men of more then ordinary place and 
quality : both of the reformed Religion, which they 
have both defended and adorned with their excellent 
and learned lucubrations; and for which they are famo.s 
both at home and abroad; both very zelous, as they pro- 
feſs, of the public peace of Gods Church; and of extra- 
ordinary credit among ſuch as are their ſequaces,and abet- 
tors herein of either fide.. And yet their fame and emi- 
nency in learning is not greater, then. their conteſtation 
is hot and high; though not perſonally ane againſt ano- 
ther, yet about the buſineſs it ſelf that is controverted. 
Now becatis Salomoyis not heer, nor any other of equall 
wiſdom, and ſeeing that Clement 7s of age, able to aſſert 
himſelf, and dgclare his own mind and meaning, let him 
therefore, what the Infant could not do in Salomox's pre- 
we, ha for himſelf,and tcll us whether fide he owneth.

15-36. hich falling there bare graiz, and dry, time at length diſlolves 
it; and from this diſſolution the great power of the Lord's pro- 
yidence raiſeth it, and it bringeth torth fruit, and the encreaſe of 
one grain becomes many. Let us obſerve that marvellons won- 
der happening in the Eaſtern parts, and namely in Arabia. 
There is a Bird called a Phenix, 2 which, being the onely one 
of its kind liveth five hundred years, and drawing neer unto its 
difſolution that it muſt dye, makes it ſelf a neſt ot Frankincenſe, 
Myrrh, and other ſweet ſmelling "_—”p and Spices, into,which, 
the time being come, it entreth, an 
fattion of whole fleſh a worm is bred, which being nouriſhed 
by the moiſture of the dead bird, at length getterh feathers. 
Then growing ſtrong, it taketh up the neſt, wherein are the 
bones of that Phenix trom whence this ſprung, and bearing 
them away, dire&eth its <ourſe-out of the Country of Arabia, 
* City of the as faras Egypt, to * Heliopolis; And inthe day time, all looking 
on,flying unto the Altar of the Sz», there it placeth them, and 
ſo returneth back again. The Prieſts hereupon examine the ac- 
count of years, and find the coming thereof to be after five 
hundred compleat.

For whither 
can any one of us fly from his powerfull hand ? What world 
will entertain them that fall of trom him, and turn renegads's ? 
For the Scripture ſaith ſomewhere : Whither ſhall 1 go away, or pg, 
where ſhall I be hidden from thy preſence ? If I aſcend into Heaven, is 
there thou art ; if I depart unto the utmoſt parts of the earth, there ts 
thy right hand; if I make my bed in the bottomleſs depths, there thy 
Spirit &. Whither then ſhall any one go, or whither ſhall he 
fly away from him, that conteineth all things within himſelf?

Foule, Beloved, and very foule are the reports, and unbeſeeming 
yaur converſation in Chriſt, which are rife abroad,that the moſt 
ſtaied and antient Church of the (orinthians, by the meanes of 
one or two perſons, ſhould riſe up in ſedition againſt their 
Elders. And this report hath not onely reached unto us, but 
unto them alſo who ſtand eſtranged from us in mind and affe&i- 
*ons : ſo that, throngh your fooliſhneſs, the name of the Lord 
isevil ſpoken of; beſides that hereby danger doth accrew unto 
your ſelves. - 

Let us ſpeedily remove this miſchief from among us, and let 
us fall down before the Lord, weeping and humbly beſeeching 
him, that being become favorable he would be reconciled unto 
us, and reſtore us unto our comly and chaſt converſation in 
brotherly-love.

Where, by the way, take notice, that Pe- 
zer*s parts, and authority, in that bultnefſe, were no more then 
any ones el{ebefide: for Clement ſpeaks generally oi Amizau, and 
Amira 1war, The eApoſtlesr,and Our Apofthes. Secondly,we may 
gather from Clement, that not onely the Apoſtles themielves, but 
l others alſo taken notice of for their prudence, did conſtitute Biſhops,
